In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachn- 
setts, you are directed to notify and warn the inhabi- 
tants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and 
town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, in said Town, 
on Monday, the first day of February, at ten o’clock, 
A. M., then and there to act upon the following articles: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at 
said meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers, 


Clerk, Selectmen, Treasurer, Auditor, one School Com- 
mitteeman for three years, one Library Trustee for 
_three years,one Cemetery Commissioner for three years. 
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Elector under the will of Oliver Smith, Esq., Tax Col- 
lector, Tree Warden and Constables. To vote ‘‘Yes’’ or 
‘‘No’’ on the question, ‘‘Shall License be granted for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?’’? And 
to vote on the acceptance of the provisions of Chapter 
807 Acts 1913, 


Article 3. To receive and act upon reports of all 
officers, committees, commissioners, trustees of the 
town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray town charges for 
the coming year. 


Article 5. To see what the town will do with the 
money received from the County called the Dog 
Fund. 


Article 6. To see if the town will make an ap- 
propriation for the Public Library. 


Article 7. To see if the town will raise money 
for Cemetery purposes. 


Article 8. To see if the town will authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to 
borrow during the municipal year beginning January 
1, 1915, in anticipation of taxes of said year, such sums 
of money as may be necessary, giving the town’s notes 
therefor. 


All debts incurred under authority of this vote or 
votes to be paid from the taxes of the present municipal 
year,

Artiele 9. To see if the town will raise a sum of 
money to co-operate with the State Highway Commis- 
sion in extending our present improved road. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to buy a 
site, and erect a school building thereon in Hast Whate- 
ly, and authorize the town to borrow money for the 
same or take any other action in relation thereto. 


Article 11. To see what action the town will take 
toward paying its share of the repairs on the Sunder- 
land bridge. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to increase 
the salaries of the Selectmen and Town Clerk. 

And you are directed to serve this Warrant by 
posting up attested copies thereof at each of the Post- 
offices in said town, seven days at least before the time 
of holding said meeting. 


Hereof, fail not, and make return of this Warrant 
with your dongs thereon to the Town Clerk, at the 
time and place of meeting as aforesaid.

Superintendent’s Report 


Gentlemen of the School Committee: 


I submit herewith my sixth annual report as super- 
intendent of the schools of Whately, 


Since the opening of school in September, 1913, in 
the five school rooms of the town there have been 
eleven teachers. This is a very significant statement, 
A superintendent is greatly handicapped in progres- 
sive development of his schools if he is compelled to 
start at the same point year after year with the same 
grade of teaching experience. The directions given 
one year must be repeated the following year and the 
Same ground gone over again without the prospect of 
its being a permanent advancement in the efficiency of 
the schools. "There is only one way to overcome this 
difficulty and that is to increase salaries to a point 
where we can meet the competition of neighboring 
towns and cities. A school of nine grades similar ta 
the school maintained in West Whately is a more diffi- 
cult position from the educator’s standpoint than the 
single grade room of the city. It requires more initia- ‘ 
tive and more executive ability. Following the prac- 
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tice of the past we have been engaging less able teach- 
ers for the more difficult positions. This practice should 
be discontinued. We are not prepared to admit pub- 
licly that we are consciously filling the more difficult 
positions with the less experienced teachers but we 
must stand convicted on such a charge. If the town of 
Bernardston, for example, pays a teacher $17 per week 
for a school similar to the upper grade room at the cen- 
ter schoo! ought not the town of Whately to appro- 
priate, if not an equal amount at least $15 per week for 
this position? 


For two years the necessity for increased school 
accommodation has been mentioned. In the, Hast 
Whately schoolhouse four years ago a partition was 
moved to make more room for the lower grades. Two 
_ years ago additional desks were added taxing as was 
then supposed the seating capacity of the rooms. ‘The 
past year a few more desks have been crowded into this 
same primary room. This may be excused as a tem- 
porary policy but the limit has been reached and the 
pupils and teachers in this district are working under 
very unfavorable conditions. One reason for the fre- 
quent change of teachers here has been the unpleasant 
and crowded condition of the school rooms. It is a great 
strain on any teacher. The construction of a new 
schoolhouse centrally located for this section. should 
not be longer postponed. 


. . ‘s . * f 
An important change in the curriculum the past 
year has been made in the basal reading. The excellent 
results obtained from this system in other towns made 
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the change advisable and the results justify it. We ~ 
have not yet included any form of domestic science 
or manual training outside of a little handwork intro- 
duced by the last drawing supervisor. These branches 
are no longer experimental and will eventually oceupy 
a place in the curriculum. 


It is no longer necessary for pupils completing our 
ninth grade to attend the ninth grade in N orthampton 
before entering the high school in that city. All pupils 
maintaining an average of 85 per cent will be certified 
for admission to any high school. Such pupils should 
have no difficulty in pursuing the regular courses of 
such schools. I am frequently asked for advice in the 
selection of a high school. I feel that it would not be 
unfair for me to express an opinion. The function of a 
high school is twofold. It is a means of advancement 
to a higher institution of learning for some, and is a fin- 
ishing school for a much larger number. That school 
which meets the first requirement, that of college pre- 
paration, as well as any in the part of the state, and at 
the same time has achieved a national reputation for its 
success as a finishing school, deserves our support. 
This is not a plea for more pupils for Deerfield Aca- 
demy but a tribute to the splendid management of the 
principal, Mr. Frank L. Boyden. 


Tuition at the Smith School in Northampton this 
year 1s so much of an item of expense that it suggests 
at once the desirability of a full refund from the state. 
It would seem to be as necessary for the state to pay 
tuition at such a school as at any public high school. 
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In the discussion of the redistribution of state aid in 
the field of education this matter should and will be 
brought to the attention of the committee appointed to 
investigate such distribution. ) 


The reports of the supervisors of music and draw- 
ing follow as well as the report of the medical inspector. 
I respectfully call your attention to them and at the 
same time wish to express my appreciation of your ef- 
forts for the promotion of educational standards, of. 
the cordial and willing support of all the teachers, and 
for the cooperation of the citizens of the town.

Since September an outline, the same that is used 
in the towns of Deerfield, Sunderland, Hatfield, North- 
field, Leyden and Gill has been worked on very faith- 
fully. So far the schools have had, in the upper grades, 
nature studies, illustrative sketching, designs and 
construction work with applied designs, in the 
lower grades a study of the colors, nature studies, de- 
sign, illustrative cuttings and drawings and construc- 
tion.
